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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's After Final amendment filed April 21 , 2005, has been entered and 
made of record. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Pages 1 1 and 12 of the After Final amendment's 
Remarks, filed April 21, 2005, with respect to Claims 1-5, 7-12 and 14-18 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of Claims 1-5, 7-12 and 14-18 has 
been withdrawn in view of the Applicant's arguments, decisions made during two 
telephone interviews respectively conducted on April 18 and April 20, 2005 
(Summarized in Pages 1 1 and 12 of the After Final amendment's Remarks), and the 
consequent amendment made to the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention recites method, system and computer program product for 
optical character recognition (OCR) of a character image comprising receiving the 
character image at a first higher spatial resolution and creating a reduced spatial 
resolution version of the received character image. The invention further executes an 
OCR processing on the reduced resolution version of the character image represented 
at a lower spatial resolution so as to identify an optimal OCR parameter for OCR 
processing of the character image represented at the higher resolution. The identified 
optimal OCR parameters will be utilized for OCR processing of the character image 
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represented at the higher resolution so as to acquire a character code corresponding to 
the character image. 

4. The features identified, in combination, are neither discussed nor suggested by 
the prior arts of record. 

Claims 1-5, 7-12 and 14-18 are allowed.
